have a great interest in the fortunes of

Do not understand m e as suggesting 
the candidacy of President Cleveland 
for re-election. 
No such question is 
now before us. 
You have heard the 
Republican warcry. 
Their statem ent 
that w hile both the tariff and free sil­ 
ver question w ill lie discussed neither 
w ill be the issue in the sense of obscur­ 
ing other questions; that the great par­ 
amount issue upon which the battles of 
beth this year and next will be fought 
w ill be the record of the Democratic 
party under President Cleveland; that 
the question will be whether it is to be 
endorsed, and its policy continued, or 
w hether it shall be repudiated and it* 
policy ended 
We accept this.

hand*. 
W ith theeo he quickly bore the aged 
banker to the earth, aud then clat ching 
his throat w ith the J hi we r of a demon 
he literally choked his helpless victim 
to death 
W hen satisfied that tile mao 
wa* dead Anderson fled 
Hoon the pros 
trate man wa* borne to the house aud 
found to be past all help. He wa* already 
dead 
The news of the shocking crime 
traveled swiftly, for everybody knew 
Mr. Fridm an. 
It wa* not long until 
Anderson wa* captured and taken to 
the New Richmond Jail, where a great 
crowd quickly gathered. 
Anderson made no attem pt to conceal 
hie crime. 
He gloatingly told ail the 
detail*, and said he had given the old 
man w hat he deserved.
